Cage matches 


The Cage bouts present a 
whole new challenge. 

You can't just pin a rival, you 
need to stun 'em for long enough 
to let you climb out of the Cage. 


► To get out of the Cage, hit © to 
start climbing. When you reach the 
top, rapidly tap the © button and 
you'll start to clamber out. 



A If the other wrestler isn't down for long 
enough, he'll shake the Cage to make you 
fall. If you do, you'll be stunned for ages. 



A If your opponent does shake the Cage, 
press © to perform an Elbow Drop. That 
should put an end to their interference. 



A If the other wrestler is 
climbing the Cage, use © or © 
to knock them down. If they've 
climbed too high for you to 
reach, shake the Cage with ©. 
^ Your Attitude Meter will 
decrease as you climb the Cage, 
if it gets too low, you'll fall. 
Rather than letting this happen, 
hit © to Elbow Drop.

A If you stun your opponent with the Tree of Woe move

A If you build up your Attitude Meter 
to 'Special' before climbing the Cage, 
not only will you lose less energy, but 
you'll be able to climb up much faster. 


A The Mighty Face Smash is a very 
useful move in Cage fights. Hit © in a 
grapple to run your foe's face into the 
steel bars, knocking them out cold. 
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Avoiding trouble 


A Almost any move can be reversed, even the Piledrivers. The higher your Attitude 
Meter climbs, the easier it will be for you to reverse a move. 


Wrestling's not all about attacking your opponent, you know. 
You'll also need to know how to avoid getting hit if you want to 
wear the belt of the Wrestlemania champ. 

Learn how to defend yourself, then attack and the rest of the game is 
simple. You'll never have to worry about facing a tough opponent again. 


A If you run at another wrestler, 
chances are they'll counter attack. Try 
this move instead. Whilst running, hit 
l^fc to duck or to roll. 


A Your opponent should try and 
counter and you'll weave round behind 
them and have an easy target. Now's 
your chance to really lay into them! 


A If you hit the hi button as your 
opponent takes a swing at you, you'll 
dodge the attack and be able to counter 
with ease. It's a great defensive move. 


A The ^3 button is for reversals. As 
an opponent attacks, hit A1 to stop 
them in their tracks and pull off one of 
your own moves on them. 


A Using © when you're close to the ropes will let you slide under them to go after 
your opponent. It also lets you dive beneath the ropes from the outside. 


Submission moves and Ringouts 


There are some quick y n' easy ways to win your matches, which will save 
you precious time on the Road to Wrestlemania. 



A Use your Submission moves on an 
opponent who's on the canvas. Then hit 
o or O to force them to tap out. It's a 
simple, but very effective, way to win. 



A These Submission moves are also useful 
for taking down your opponent's Attitude 
Meter. Knock them down and pull off a 
Submission to leave them dazed. 



A The Ringout is a very quick and easy 
way to win. This does not require you both 
to stay out for 10 seconds. As long as one 
of you is out the timer will go down. 



A Try standing outside the ring and then, 
as eight appears on screen, press © to 
grab their feet and pull them out. Then 
press © to dive back into the ring.

A Go up to B1, corridor outside 
room where you used combination 
on Circuit Box. Enter Autopsy Room. 
Take Red Card Key. Watch out,'cos 
you'll be attacked by zombies.

Now, 
enter Arms Room by using the Red 
Card Key on card reader. 


To get another key, you'll 
have to enter a morgue.

Find interrogation room 


Here, our intrepid zombie killers will have to go back to the main police 
building to find a room used to quiz suspected criminals. 

You'll need to be carrying the lighter'cos it'll help you to solve a puzzle. 



A Open the locker for goodies. Exit. 
Retrace your route back to the main lobby. 
Pass blue double doors leading to safe 
room, through brown door at end. 



A Go to the end of the next corridor. You'll 
come to a light blue door which has an oil 
painting hung on the wall outside. Go in. 
You're now in the interrogation room. 


Get last keys 


At this point of the game, you'll get either the Knight Plug if you're 
playing as Leon, or half a Blue Tablet if you're controlling Claire.

A At the far end of the room, activate 
the boiler with your lighter.

A Find prison cells area. Back to first 
room with Rook, Queen and King Plug 
door. Use the Knight Plug.Then go 
through new doorway you've opened.

Claire had better have her Grenade Launcher handy. 

She's gotta get past a sticky pink mess of monster flesh. Nice! 


▲ Go to the Police Chiefs room that's 
behind the helicopter. Sherry is there.

A A passage will now open. Go 
through to the lift. Watch cut scene. 
Head for the doors that have a flaming 
torch on each side. Go through. 


A Another cut scene. Go down the 
manhole. Before walking out when 
you get to the bottom, you'll have to 
arm yourself with some heavy 
weaponry. Then you can kill boss. 


A On and activate the ladder at Control 
Panel. Climb up and follow path to an iron 
door. Go back, pick up Sherry and return.

Sherry is sucked through a drain 
by a sudden rush of water. 

Now you'll take control of her. 


► Now playing as Sherry, follow this 
route to storage room. Go through vent 
on wall near floor into drain. 


A Go down another vent and you'll 
land in a dark, watery rubbish dump.

A Now you'll go back to controlling 
Claire. Forward and up step. Go though 
the door on the right and you'll enter 
the sewage control room.

Turn off water barrier 



You'll have seen the door blocked off by falling water by now. 

Luckily, you have the Medals which'!! let you turn it off. 


A Go back to the room that's above 
water pool on map, via valve handle 
bridge room. Near waterfall is a panel. 


Use Wolf and Eagle Medals on it. 
This will turn off the waterfall and 
expose a door. Open it and go in. 


Escaping by rail 


At last! Our heroes can escape the horrors that lie within the sewers. 

They've found a train that'll get them out of there and, best of all, it works. 



A Walk on 'til you come to a train. You can turn on the power with the control panel on 
the right of the first carriage. Then enter the driver's cab to watch cut scene. 




Into the lab 


You're now entering the last, and 
Things are getting really 
desperate for Leon and Claire.
